Saint Valentines Day 


Sai t Valentire was the name 
given to sever2l saints ard ma- 
rtyrs of the Christian Church, 
of whom the most celebrated are 
two martyrs vwhese Sestivals fall 
on February 14. One wasa vrisest 
at Rome and ti. ctter 7 Bishoo 
in Umbria. The “ost reliable 
accounts seen to show that both 
lived in the third centyry and — 
died on the same day. The trad- 
itional anniversary of their 
death, February 14, has become 
known as Saint Valentines Day, 
and has lone been observed as 
a lovers' festival. 

Several other axlanations 
are given for the familiar custion 
of serdinm love tovens, cards of 
Breetire, and the like, to one's 
favorites, and for the various 
social activities connected with 
Saint Valentine’s Day. Some say 
that one Saint Valentine vas 
accustomed to so ng around Crom 
house to heuse, .eaving food on 
the doorste»s of the noor; ard 
that the custor of sending Val- 
entine gr-etires, at *irst 
anonymously, develoved from that 
fact. Another exmlanation con- 
nects the “odern celebr=ticr of 
the day -ith the surviwal of the 
Roman festival Lupercalia, “hich 
oceurred on February 15, A fest- 
ival of a similiar neture vas ob- 
served in old Fneland and Scot- 
land, °nd to sone extent in 
other Furonrean countries. 

Both Shatespear srd Chaucer 
refer to *'e observarce of the 
festival, cn ‘he dav in early 
spring ‘hen birds first choose 
their mates. The custom long 
yrevailed or that day of draw- 
ing loth to decide “hich younr 
men and youne owen shculd be 
@ach other's valentine ¢uring 
the ensuing year. The coinies 
thus exehansed gifts.
